New giant Phlox for breathless loveliness and unquestionable 
superiority. Rich, luminous, salmon-pink flowers form majestic 
bouquet-like heads of bloom on strong, stalwart stems. Robust 
and vigorous, this variety attains a height of 24 to 36 inches. 


White Admiral (Page 71) 


Beautiful big heads of bloom like great mounds of snow. Here 
is a brand-new white Phlox guaranteed to bring more beauty to 
your garden. It produces enormous pure white heads and the 
continually breaking side branches give an excellent late bloom. 
Reaches a height of 2 to 2% ft. and blooms profusely in July 
and August. It is delightfully fragrant. 

Mies Copyn (Page 71) 

A beautiful pure clear pink Phlox with carmine eye that pro- 
duces massive trusses of flowers throughout the summer season.

SHASTA DAISY 
Wirral Pride (Page 31) 

A fine, vigorously growing and very profusely flowering Shasta 
Daisy from England. Flowers are usually 3 to 4 inches in di- 
ameter, heavily crested with short white petals in the center which 
produce a fine double effect. It has given excellent results here 
in Mentor and we recommend it without reservation. 

Mark Riegel (Page 31) 

With the introduction of Mark Riegel Daisy, we move another 
step forward. First of all, its flowers have a distinct form. The 
broad, glistening white petals which overlap, come in a double row, 
are long and curve slightly at the tips. The center of the flower 
is very small and soft canary-yellow. Stems are thin and rigid and 
about 2 to 3 feet long. As many as 15 to 20 flowers to a plant

The flowers appear early in May 
and as many as 30 to 40 flower stems can be counted on a 2-year 
established plant. Stalks are about 18 to 20 inches tall and 
topped with fuchsia-red flowers which are about double the size of 
the common Plumy Bleeding Heart. It comes into bloom in early 
May and the flowers continue profusely until frost. Perfectly hardy, 
does well in any well drained soil and prefers sun to shade.

ANTHEMIS GRALLAGH GOLD (Page 15) 


Introduced in Europe three years ago, it has become one of the 
most popular border plants.

The plants are best grown in groups of three or six. Allow a distance of at 
least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in 
autumn or early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow 
seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be expected later on.

FERNS - Hardy Varieties

partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on walls, 
chinks of rocks, etc. Many wil! revel in full sunshine in any border, 

Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface about 
6 inches to a foot.

Both are vaulable for gar- 
den decoration because of their flowering during the dull period of the 
year. 


Culture. Require to be grown in a cool, moist, shady position, such as 
under the shade of trees or among ferns. The ideal soil is a retentive loam, 
freely mixed with leaf mold and well-rotted manure. As Helleborus are 
impatient of disturbance at the roots it is advisable to select a position 
for them where they will not be required to be disturbed for many years. 
Planting may be done in fall or spring, 12 inches apart. Each autumn add 
a top dressing of leaf mold and well-rotted manure, and let it lie on the 
surface. In summer give plenty of water.

Any rich, well-drained garden soil, fairly free from I'me in 
sunny position in the rock garden or as an informal edgeing. Plant in 
spring only, 10 to 12 inches apart.

PINKS, HARDY GARDEN (See Dianthus) 


PLATYCODON .- Chinese Bellflower 


Very satisfactory hardy plants for the sunny border. Has broad, blue or 
white, bell-shaped flowers all summer and is a very fine garden plant. 
They are all particularly well adapted for planting in sandy gardens 
along the seashore. 

Culture. Must be grown in a light, more or less sandy soil, in a well 
drained, sunny border. If border is slightly elevated so much the better. 
Plant in early spring or fall, 8 inches apart. Disturb as little as possible.

They require a sandy loam which is well drained and not too 
rich. Do well in the rock garden in full sun or light shade. May be used 
also as an edging to beds or garden paths. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 
inches apart; cover lightly during winter in exposed places. Starts into 
growth quite late in spring. 


*Larpentae Each 80c, Three $2.00, Doz. $5.75, 100 $ 
One of the most desirable border and rock plants. It is of dwarf spread- 
ing habit, growing 6 to 8 inches high, covered with brilliant blue flowers 
during late summer and fall.

Culture. They will thrive in ary ordinary good soil containing plenty of 
humus or vegetable matter. May be grown under the shade of deciduous 
trees, in the shady border, or naturalized in woodland gardens. Plant 
in autumn or early spring, 6 inches apart.

The Polyanthus was obtained by crossing the Cowslip (Primula veris), 
and the Primrose (Primula vulgaris). It has the large flowers of the 
Primrose and the flower umbel of the Cowslip. 


Culture. They like a moist, shady position, and a rich, liberally manured 
soil. 


*Munstead Giant Yellow and Cream Shades

A beautiful strain of large-flowered, yellow shaded, bunch Primroses;

This genus contains many species of interesting hardy plants suitable 
for the rockery, the waterside and the border.

Culture. Primulas will succeed in good, rich, loamy soil freely mixed 
with leaf mold. All require light shade. Most gardens contain a damp, 
shady spot, and this would be an ideal place for growing hardy Primulas. 
Plant in early spring or early fall, 4 to 6 inches apart. 


*Auricula alpina, Giant Hybrids

Culture. All will thrive in any ordinary soil in a sunny border. Plant in 
autumn or spring. They enjoy moisture at the root and do not get winter 
killed even in wet places. E

10 inches apart in autumn or early spring.

Divide and replant 
every third year.

A full 
sunny position is essential.

Culture. The Spiraeas require a deep, rich and moist soil. Plenty of leaf 
mold and well-decayed manure must be incorporated with it before plant- 
ing. They will thrive in shady, moist borders, or they may be grown by 
the waterside. Filipendula flore-pleno, being small, should be grown in 
groups of three or six plants. Plant in autumn or early spring, 12 inches 
apart.

(Martha Washington Plume.) A noble plant growing about four feet 
high, producing in July and August handsome, rosy carmine flowers 
which are delightfully fragrant.

Be sure 
that all tools and containers are clean and tree of fertilizers and chemicals which may contamincte the sample.

THE QUEEN OF VINES 


There is a much wider range of varieties than is generally thought. De- 
scriptions below are condensed because the species to which each variety 
belongs covers the major points. The two important species are: Wisteria 
Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, characterized by large fragrant flowers in 
compact clusters of medium length. They come into bloom very young and 
all the flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as Wisteria 
Multijuga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender racemes of smaller flowers. 
Those at top are fully open while the lower ones are only small unopened 
buds. This of course lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are 
pretty well out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner to 
induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seedlings or plants 
improperly propagated may go eight or ten years without ever producing a 
flower. We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is more 
economical to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery. 

For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves have fallen; 
never during spring or summer as this induces too much growth and no 
flowers. It is essential to expose Wisterias to full sun if you want an 
abundance of blooms.

It is a very fortunate fact that is is possible to transplant the 
smaller sizes of Ilex convexa without a ball of earth, and obtain com- 
plete success, providing the transplanting is done before the end of 
May. A reasonable amount of watering shortly after planting is ad- 
visable although Ilex convexa does not do well in overly wet soil. It 
prefers good drainage and full sun. Its popularity is spreading and it is 
being used in increasing numbers. We can well understand this be- 
cause we do not know of many other plants as handsome as this.

HARDYGLO EUS 


Their modest requirements are sun, water and rich soil; almost every- 
body can have built or can themselves construct an artificial pool. Any 
location that is available would be satisfactory, provided it is exposed to the 
full sun. Rather than have no water garden at all, the interested party can 
grow many of the varieties in tubs or half-barrels sunk in the ground. 


Soil. An excellent soil for use in tubs or artificial pools is made by mix- 
ing three parts of rotted sod, compost, or good top soil with one part of cow 
manure or good barnyard manure. All manure used must be thoroughly 
decomposed, to prevent fermentation when covered with water. Ground 
bone or bone meal moy be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil. 


Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel 2 feet in diameter will furnish a-miniature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 


Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replenish that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay.

Send us your order as soon as you have made your selection. Do 
not delay mailing it to us! Much preliminary work must be done before 
the actual shipping of bulbs or plants is possible. Nursery products 
are not manufactured but are grown so that in case of “short crops’’ 
early orders have first consideration. It is good judgment on your part 
to have your order “‘in’’ early and it is so helpful to us. 


Report Errors Promptly 
(Always Give DATE of Order) 


It is impossible to avoid or escape rush periods in the nursery busi- 
ness. Errors are possible at such times. Therefore, check over your or- 
der as soon as you receive it. Shrubs, Roses, bulbs, and plants, etc., 
are sent in separate packages sometimes several weeks apart be- 
cause they do not mature at the same time. This is particularly true 


in autumn. Perennial plants are never included in the same bundle 


with shrubs as they do not arrive satisfactorily if handled that way. 
If you receive anything which has been damaged in transit advise us 


at once. Be specific and always state the name of the variety as well 


as the quantity of damaged goods. With detailed and specific infor- 
mation at hand, we are able to immediately send you a free replace- 
ment for that which was received damaged. It is important we have 
complete information if we are to make speedy replacements. 


We Ship at Proper Planting Time 


All plants, Roses or shrubs, and bulbs will be shipped at the proper 
planting time for planting in your locality. This often requires two or 
more shipments. If there is a special date on which you would like 
to receive your order, mention it on the order blank. We desire to 
comply with your request, weather permitting, of course. Upon receipt 
of your package, open it at once and admit air but keep plants ina 
cool place, away from sun or wind. 


Preplanting Treatment of Roses and Shrubs 


Upon receipt of package, open it at once and insert roots of shrubs 
and Roses in a tub or pail of water. If possible, permit the water to 
reach half way up the branches. Leave them there to soak up water 
for at least 24 hours before planting. It will reduce loss to a minimum 
and speed growth of stock immeasurably. 


Quantities and Prices 

1 or 2 plants of one kind are sold only where each rate is quoted. 

3 to 5 plants of one kind are sold at the three rate. We do not sell 
any hardy plants in smaller units than three unless the variety is 
specifically quoted per each. 

6 to 24 plants of one kind are sold at the dozen rate. 25 or more 
plants of one kind are sold at the hundred rate.

We have based our prices of plants, Roses, shrubs, and bulbs in 
this catalog on the assumption that orders received will be $10.00 in 
value or more. If your purchase is for a lesser amount it will be a 
privilege to serve you, but please add 50 cents service charge to your 
remittance, Handling small orders in any nursery requires a great 
amount of labor and is very expensive. Orders for less than $10.00 for 
sundries, or books do not require this extra 50-cent service charge. 


Method of Shipment 


The shrubs and plants we ship are larger than generally offered in 
catalogs. 

It is impossible to determine weights in advance. Therefore, trans- 
portation charges are not included in the purchase price. Most ship- 
ments are sent by express, this being the best method because large 
bundles rarely comply with postal regulations. 

If you request shipment by parcel post and the size of package 
complies with postal regulations, we will so forward your order, send- 
ing it ‘parcel post charges collect.” 

Packages traveling by parcel post, containing perishable items 
ordered after April 15th, are sent parcel post special handling to 
assure speedy delivery. 

Shrubs and Roses ordered in the spring are sent in one package. 
Hardy plants as well as bulbs are sent in separate packages to insure 
delivery at correct planting time.
